.ind till other phases of road work. 

In the opening editorial outlining 
its reasons for the work which it 
has been doing for years in behalf 
of good the Manufacturers Record 
says : 

Header! Are you I road engineer, 
a road builder, n road supervisor, or 
are you I county or town official 
charged with responsibilities of road 
md street building Of mnintenncef 

Arc you a maker or a seller of 
road machinery equipment, or arc 
yon. as a taxpayer, encouraging 
the building or good roods) 

If to any one of these questions 
you can answer, I am, then rejoice 
that you are numbered among thoM 
whose work is more than material in 
its scope. Perchance you think only 
of the material side of it. If so, 
look to the higher side and idealize 
your work as part of a great cam- 
paign for human advancement; a 
campaign for extending the highest 
benefits of civilization. and the 
moral, religious nnd educational life 
of a nation. Yours is more than it 
business. It is a vocation, a calling 
that should in its wide scope include 
in your thought the idealism of the 
work as well as the routine of tin 
business. 

It is difficult to measure the good 
accomplished by the building of good 
roads or to catalogue their advan- 
tages It is equally difficult to enum- 
erate the disadvantages which nec- 
essarily inure to bad roads. The 
good road opens to the country and 
to the city posiblilties for larger 
Im- mess and for larger profits on 
the business done. It increases the 
VallH of all adjacent land; but it 
does this by increasing the net prof- 
ile of fanning or of business carried 
on these adjacent lands. The farm- 
er who lives on a mud road is ham- 
pered in summer and in winter. The 
burden of hauling to tad from the 
farm costs him many limes more 
than all the freight rate that lie 
pays the railroads. If one- tenth of 
the energy that has been expended 
in the last ten years in trying to raja 
ulatc railroads and reduce frieght 
rates had been given to the better 
Mai of the highways of the coun- 
try, infinitely larger results would 
huve been achieved for the good .if 
everybody. , 

The railroad fricght rate is a 
small item to the fanner as com 
pared with that heuvy burden he 
bears when he hauls the product of 
his fnrm over a mud road, or brings 
back to the farm the various things 
— whether tiny be dry-goods, or 
groceries, or lumber— that he buys 
in the neighboring town or city. Xot 
only is his ability to do baijaMI to 
profit lessened by bad roads and 
broadened by good roads, but in the 
former case his family is shut up for 
much of the year and deprived of 
the udvitntuges of social .md educa- 
tional life; while the man who lives 
on a good road given to his family 
the advantages of religions and ed- 
ucational and bociai facilities not 
possible to those who live where 
whci/ls are mired to the hub in win- 
ter time, or where intolerable dusl 
exist- in summer.

PRICE OUTLOOK FOR TOBACCO 

The Regie factories in France are 
located out of the war fields und re- 
ported running up to ful capacity to 
furnish tobacco for the troops. Simi- 
lar reports come from tho German 
factories. The same is true in Italy 
and other of the European markets 
for Kentucky tobaccos. England's 
factories are furnishing the soldiers, 
the home markets and the colonies 
with no abatement in amount. 

Uncertainty nnd its result on prices 
is being cleared up. Grocers were 
induced to buy large stocks of cof- 
fee at an advance price, because of 
the war, when the importing and 
wholesale trade knew that coffee 
would be one of the products to be 
greatly depresed in price. We were 
told that Kentucky's blnck tobaccos 
would have little demand. Of course 
the buyer would like to get the crop 
at former lower prices. The total 
consumption of tobacco in Europe 
should increase during the war. Es- 
pecially should this be true of tho 
class of product produced in both 
ctions of Kentucky. 
The Crimean has been the only- 
war where tobacco was forbidden to 
the troops. The order was quickly 
rescinded. It is the universal exper- 
ience that tobacco is in great demand 
by the fighting armies, and reports 



from the camps in Europe tell that 
the first effort of soldiers on enter- 
ing a captured city is to collect all 
supplies of tobacco. It is the sol- 
dier's one stimulant. He fights 
with a pipe, a cigar or a sigarette 
in his mouth. Separated from tea, 
codec and liquors, he wants more of 
tobacco. The commissaries do ev- 
erything to keep the troops supplied. 
Prisoners and exhausted soldiers in- 
variably beg for tobacco. Generals 
regard it u source of courage in the 
fight, and of contentment in the- 
camp or the trench. With England 
supplying free tobacco to her troops, 
the Regie plants in France runninp 
at full pressure and similar reports 
from Germany, there are some very 
good reasons presented for good 
prices for the present Kentucky to- 
bacco crop. — Lexington Herald.
